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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 1 ) Applicant's arguments (After final amendment 
page 2) state that the Baum reference does not disclose or suggest modifying at least a portion of a digital image based on the 
parameters of the selected output product which impact the appearance of the digital image as discloses by 1 and 33. The Examiner 
respectfully disagrees. Baum discloses that at least a portion of accessed digital image data is digitally modified, the modification being 
based on parameters (62 customer specific preference data) of the selected output product which impact the appearance of the digital 
image in the output image product, to generate an adjusted digital image which represents how the accessed digital image would appear 
in at least a portion of the output image product (col. 6, lines 25-55). Baum further states that the customer specific preference data that 
are used to generate the preview image include applying proper textures to simulate the visual environment according the the image 
product that the image will be printed on (col. 10, line 64-col. 11, line 17). Therefore, it can be seen that the digital modification disclosed 
by Baum is based on parameters (textures varied) of the selected output product which impact the appearance of the digital image in the 
output product. 
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
